The pure Arabians trace their ori- 
gin to Joctan, the son of Eber, 
while the so-called naturalised tribes 
are said to have sprung from Ad 
mm, a descendant, of lslimael. The 
two streams were united by the mar- 
riage of lshmael and a daughter of 
Modad. who was ninth in descent 
from Joctan. The Arabians were 
divided into numerous tribes, each 
under its own sheik or chief. They 
were often at war with each other, 
but if an enemy came lo the tents of 
a hostile tribe, and ate with them, be 
was perfectly safe, as they had a 
high opinion of the claims of hospi- 
tality. 

Tiie Arabians were also divided into 
two classes — those who dwelt in towns, 
and the wild, free men of the desert. 
The former made some approaches 
toward civilization, in domestic com- 
forts, and in the way of local and 
municipal law, hut the borders of 
the deserts, the vales and mountain 
passes were alive with roaming bands, 
most of them on horseback, half 
warrior, half herdsman, with a few 
and herds, making war on the 
neighboring tribes ami levying black 
mail from caravans. Tho Arabians, 
both townsmen and those who dwelt 
in tents, were strong, sinewy, and 
active in body, and especially remark- 
able tor their powers of endurance. 
Their principal food was bread, dates, 
milk, and, as an occasional relish, 
camels llesb. They were more at 
home on horseback than on foot, hav- 
ing been trained from eaily childhood 

to ride long distances La they were 
always at war with some one, they be 
came very skillful in handling sword, 
lance, bow and due 

Before Mahomet's day. they were 
pagans and idolaters. They had al 
One time believed in a single god, but 
their fears and fancies led to worship 
the earth, air. tire, water, angels, etc. 
Due religious nnoleni was acknow- 
ledged by every Arabian. It was a 
well, which tbey called Zem-Zem, and 
whose waters they believed eonldeuro 
diseases. Near the spring, which was 
near Mecca, was an enclosure contain- 
ing a black stone of mysterious origin, 
and virtue. One writer thus de 
scribes the stone. " It fell from Pa- 
radise when Adam fell. According to 
their credulous traditions, it bad been 
once white, bnt bad changed its color, 
partly on account of the sins ol men, 
and partly from the kisses of its 
worshippers. It Was set in silver, 
and was placed in the southeastern 
corner of the temple, about four feel 
from the ground. This was (be M 
ladium of the nation, and was cont'id 
ed to the Watchful care of priests 
selected from the Kabilab tribe of 
ill,- Koreisb, the most elevated of 
tribes in national rank. The 
chief family of the Koreisb was that 

of Hisham or Hashem. This Kabilab 
also had the guardianship of thi 
ered language in which was set forth 
the formularies for the worship of (be 
hundred and sixty graven and 
molted images- one deposited by 
each tribe collected in the Kaaba 

temple." 

At stated periods, tbe different 
laying asnle for a time 
animosities, congregated from 
far and near to worship at this temple 
and spring. Women were not highly 
thought of by tbe ancient Arabians. 
iisidered a misfortune to 
have daughters. Some were killed at 
birth, others were allowed to live un- 
til tbe age of six, and then if not need 
ed as substitutes for those removed 
dh, the mother heard the father 
say " Perfume her and adorn her, that 

1 may earrv her to her mothers,'' and 
i her buried alive, or sent to 

Ihe desert to keep cattle or sheep.

The Koran, the Mahomcdin Bible, 
When any one of them is told

affected ; ho hideth himself from the 

people, because of tbe ill-tidings that, 
have been told him, Whether be shall 
keep it with disgrace, or whether he 
shall bury it in the dust, do tbey not 
make an ill- judgement? When tbe 
girl who has been buried alive shall bo 
asked for what crime sho was put to 
death, every soul shall know what it 
has wrought." 

The chief or Shiek of the Arabians 
might be deposed and another elected 
in his place. His power was limited, 
and depended in a great measure up- 
on his personal popularity. His of- 
fice included the negotiation of peace 
and war. in lending his tribe against 
tbe enemy, and receiving and enter- 
taining distinguished strangers. His 
tent was always on the side of the en 
oampment on which enemies or guests 
might be expected to make an appear- 

Revenge was almost a religious 
principle among them. To avenge a 
relative slain was the duty of bis 
family, and often involved the honor 
of his tribe, and these debts of blood 
sometimes remained unsettled for 
generations, producing deadly feuds. 

The Arabians, in short, were little 
better than savages, and bnt tor the 
genius of one man, Mahomet, would 
probably have remained so for a long 
lime. Of course tho religion of 
Mahomet is false and himself a bum- 
bug in many respects, but still we 
owe him some thanks. Under the 
leadership of Mahomet and his succes- 
sors, the Arabians overran a greater 
part of Europe and Asia, and being 
very intelligent imbibed tbe learn 
ing of the conqeured nation, and in the 

end became one of the most, polished 

and civilized nations in the world : 
acting as a sort of guardian to the 
knowledge which was likely to die 
out in the midst of the wars which 
were constantly going on. To be sure 
somo of tbe successors of Mahomet 
wore ignorant fanatics, and one of 
them caused a large library at Alex 
andria to be burnt as useless, but they 
soon learned better.

Hut in tbe narra- 
tive 1 tun about to relate, there was 
no race hatred or a religious pas- 
sion for a motive. 

The Colonel of a certain Russian 

regiment, ferociously tyrannical, and 
1 may say merciless towards bis sol- 
diers! was in the habit of treating this 
human flock like a pack of brutes. 
He disciplined with the knout ; sen- 
tencing men lo whippings for having 
one button insufficiently polished ; 
whipping a non commissioned officer 
for one stain on his cloak ; striking 

veterans of Borodino in their face 
for Bain til owly : sending poor 

wretches to Siberia for giving too free 
an answer. In short, during tbe lapse
